Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon noted that Police Chief Paul Magee is requesting 
the purchase of a replacement police cruiser, since one of 
the older vehicles is in dire need of repair and is currently 
out of service. The Finance Committee (FinCom) had 
previously asked to defer this capital expense until the fall 
to determine what type of funding would be forthcoming 
from the state first. Funding for the replacement cruiser 
would likely be placed on a Special Town Meeting 
warrant. 

''One of (Chief Magee' s) concerns was he wish he 
had known the cruiser was cut out of the budget so he 
could have cut something else," Selectman Laboa said. "I 
think it's important for (department heads) to have some 
rebuttal time ... you should have the opportunity to go 
back to the FinCom once your budget (is presented)." 

"There is some concern from the department 
heads that they are getting only the bottom line figures 
from the FinCom," Chairman Parker agreed. 

Mr. Huntoon noted they received a letter from Ed 
Zyskowski regarding the use of property on Pine Street 
next to Memorial School. Mr. Zyskowski would like 
permission to clear cut on the property through the end of 
the year. "We could sign a license restricting him to 
certain activity there," Mr. Huntoon said, adding that 
after conferring with Town Counsel, he suggested the 
same. With that, the board unanimously voted to enter 
into an agreement with Mr. Zyskowski to use the property 
for the remainder of the year. 

The board next voted to appoint Selectman Nunes 
to be the board's representative in negotiations with the 
newly-formed union for the Communications Depart- 
ment. Once negotiations commence, they hope to have a 
contract in place by July, 2004. 

At 7:10 pm the board met with Bob Luongo, 
Director of the New Bedford Industrial Development

Commission (IDC). Mr. Luongo said he was visiting all 
area towns near New Bedford to gauge their potential 
interest in establishing a loan program for small business 
ventures. 

''We have several loan programs and we loan 
money to businesses in New Bedford/' Mr. Luongo said. 
"We've been getting inquiries from surrounding towns 
about loans. Currently we cannot lend outside of New 
Bedford because of restrictions on our funding. But ... 
what I'd like to do is if there's interest in establishing a 
loan program for these eight towns, there is a source of 
funding at the (state level). Smaller communities and 
towns like Rochester are not eligible for these funds, but 
they are eligible to apply for pools of money. What I was 
considering was establishing a revolving fund for these 
communities." 

Mr. Luongo said once they established a revolv- 
ing pool of about $1 million, individual loan and grant 
awards would then range from $5,000 to $200,000. "We 
made about $2 million worth of loans just in New 
Bedford, but we'd keep this pot of money separate from

New Bedford/' he said. "The towns would have to 
consent to our applying for funds through the state. We're 
thinking of using the loan committee we have now, but 
have (representatives) from the towns participate. We'd be 
looking for referrals from the town." 

In addition to being a potential resource for 
funding, Mr. Luongo said they also have access to an 
established network of non-profits that provide technical 
assistance to new businesses, and all of this would be 
provided at no cost to the town. 

"This money would come from the state," Mr. 
Luongo said. "We'd even get the fees to administer the 
program from our spread. If it's a grant (award), we'd 
take our fees from that." 

"I don't see any downside in wanting to be 
involved," Selectman Laboa said. "I think the business 
expertise end of it is just as important as the funding." 

"I don't think this area has really been serviced by 
the state before," Mr. Luongo said. "If we can demon- 
strate a need, I think we can get the money." 

"I don't see any reason why we shouldn't pursue 
it," Selectman Laboa said. 

With the board's blessing, Mr. Luongo said they 
would next have to hold a meeting with representatives 
from the state and get the okay from each member town 
before proceeding. 

At 7:25 pm the board met with members of the 
Library Board of Trustees to discuss a scaled down 
version of the proposed library expansion project. Trustee 
Robin Rounseville explained that in the wake of the recent 
Town Meeting rejection of their initial proposal, their 
architect has come up with two alternative plans for the 
project. 

Whereas the defeated Plan A called for a 14,000 
square foot expansion of the library at a total estimated 
cost of $4.2 million (about $2.5 million of which would be

the responsibility of Rochester taxpayers), the two alterna- 
tives are: 

• Plan B - a scaled down 11,200 square foot 
design at a total cost of $2.8 million, which would be 
eligible for state funding of $1.72 million, so only $1 
million would need to funded from town coffers; or 

• Plan C - a mere 6,500 square foot expansion at a 
total cost $1.8 million, which would not be eligible for 
state funding so the entire cost would have to be carried 
by the town. 

Both alternative plans would retain the single- 
story design using the existing building footprint, and 
therefore wouldn't require any additional land purchase 
costs. 

Chairman Parker said they could schedule a 
Special Town Meeting and Election for November. The 
matter is time sensitive, given that the state grant award 
money expires in November. 

'T think this is a much more appropriate plan,'' 
said FinCom Chairman Michael Costa. 

'T think you've done a good job bringing it down 
to the minimum it has to be for the state funding," 
Selectman Laboa agreed. 

Mr. Huntoon said they would look at scheduling 
a September Special Election and then a Special Town 
Meeting in early November to consider funding the 
library project.

Spectators can view the races from 
State Pier with a Summerfest button, or from a boat in 
New Bedford harbor. 

Whaleboat races are a long-standing tradition in 
New Bedford, with reports in the local newspapers dating 
back over 150 years. In 1999 the WCRC began organizing 
the races at Summerfest, and has since added women's, 
masters, co-ed and young women's divisions along with 
the men's division. 

New at the 2003 Independence Day Whaleboat 
Races: three crews are traveling to New Bedford from the 
Straits of Mare Island Rowing Association in Valleja, 
California to compete in the races. Two women's crews 
and one men's crew, who are accustomed to rowing in 
eight-oared lifeboats, will try their hand at rowing the 
Beetle whaleboats.

Green Monster

Hulk. Starring Eric Bana and Nick Nolte. Directed by 
Ang Lee. Running time: 138 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth 
Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

A scientist — a mad, driven genius, who has already conducted illicit 
experiments on himself — torments his baby boy in the crib and looks on, 
mesmerized, as the squalling infant's legs break out in a veiny rash of green. 
The baby grows up to be Bruce Banner (Eric Bana), a physicist unwittingly 
following in the career footsteps of his long-lost father; Bruce holds himself 
in tight, blocking himself off from close relationships, as if afflicted by sense 
memories of those crib days when anger led to physical deformity and 
misery. 

What a strange and fascinating contraption Hm//c is. This movie about 
repressed emotions and repressed memories is itself repressed: It with- 
holds the main attraction — the roaring green Id, the Hulk, smashing 
everything in sight — for at least a full hour. The art-house director Ang Lee 
would seem, at first glance, an odd choice for a summer blockbuster about 
a green creature of rage. But repression has been Lee's dominant theme — 
from the virtuosos locked in by duty inEat Drink Man Woman and Crouching 
Tiger, Hidden Dragon, to the would-be romantic and sexual adventurers 
thwarted by societal designs in Sense and Sensibility and The Ice Storm. Lee 
approaches the decades-old Marvel Comics character as yet another wan- 
derer in the void, denying who he is and what he wants. 

Bruce, in the major change from Hulk canon as set down by Stan Lee 
and Jack Kirby in the comics and then by Kenneth Johnson in the popular 
TV series, falls victim to gamma rays, which in themselves don't change 
him; test subjects have tended to explode in the lab under the gamma rays, 
and Bruce might have too, if not for the mutation he carries in his own 
genes. Screenwriter James Schamus, revising earlier drafts by John Turman 
and Michael France, adds a twisted father-son layer to the narrative — the 
sins of the father, and so on. The father, David (a scraggly Nick Nolte), is a 
monstrosity of scientific inquiry — the type of cold intellectual who tests his 
theories on his son. The elder Banner, just released from a 30-year stretch 
in prison, has been busy: He has three canine companions, vicious little 
things who get more vicious — and huge — after he doses them with a 
serum. 

Some of the movie could be a little fresher. Bruce has a fluttery 
relationship with scientist Betty Ross (Jennifer Connelly), whose father is 
the blustering General "Thunderbolt" Ross (Sam Elliott); General Ross is in 
cahoots with slimy ex-officer Glenn Talbot (Josh Lucas) to claim Bruce's 




research for military purposes. Eric Bana, another Australian actor break- 
ing out in America (he starred in the small, acclaimed drama Chopper), 
manages to look both strong and weak — close-cropped, wet-looking nair; 
pained soft eyes; features just this side of chiseled. He can't get much going 
on with Jennifer Connelly, who continues to come off as completely empty, 
and the various forces weighing on Bruce's mind result in a rather humor- 
less performance from Bana. 

Still, the movie gets one very important thing right: the essential 
sadness of the Hulk. As a child reading the comics, I used to feel sorry for 
both Bruce and his towering counterpart, each forever doomed never to 
know the other, bound together in fear and contempt and endless retreat 
from men with guns. The movie's Bruce, however, feels almost exhilarated 
by what happens when his Jekyll gives way to Hyde; the sexual impaction 
of this buttoned-down, fearful man letting himself rampage and destroy is 
hard to miss. 

And what of the artificial Hulk, as far from a green-painted Lou 
Ferrigno (who gets a sly cameo here along with Stan Lee) as inhumanly 
possible? As witn Gollum in The Two Towers, the computer-generated Hulk 
is too fantastical to achieve full realism, despite his designers' devotion to 
detail. We accept him, though, as a heightened projection of rage, and he's 
effective in his gentler moments. I can't deny the visceral thrill of watching 
the Hulk fling tanks around or literally spit metal at helicopters to bring 
them down, but this Hulk is more about the traumas that preface destruc- 
tion. Nick Nolte and Sam Elliott, twin gray remote fathers warping their 
children and growling at what they've wrought, are the true dark stars of 
the piece. Hw/^ climaxes on a phantasmagoric note that didn't quite do it for 
me — it plays like an Off -Broadway father-son confrontation that morphs 
into a light show. Still, this jagged and highly unstable work, bubbling in 
a stew of Freud and crackpot science, is the oddest mix of concussive 
escapism and psychological duality since Tim Burton's Batman. It may 
disappoint action fans, but it's not really for them.

all previous early childhood grant funding disappeared, 
the tuition would be $20 per day. Additionally, if grant 
funding allows, tuition assistance may be available to 
families who meet the criteria. 

A class exists for each of the three towns. Histori- 
cally, these have been located in the individual elementary 
schools. Again this year, due to the Center School con- 
struction project, the Mattapoisett classroom will be 
housed at Sippican School in Marion. The program runs 
for four hours per day, Tuesday through Friday morning, 
and follows the public school calendar.

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Postcards from the Past

There's a treasure trove of fascinating gems and 
historical anecdotes to be found in A Picture Postcard 
History ofFairhaven, the latest tome from local his- 
tory specialists Spinner Publications. That's probably 
because the book's subject remains one of the most 
historically-rich communities in the SouthCoast area. 
When you consider the town's connection to recog- 
nizable names like Henry Huttleston Rogers, Joshua 
Slocum and Mark Twain, or such landmarks as Fort 
Phoenix and the Manjiro trail, you can't help but 
instantly think of Fairhaven and her seafaring heri- 
tage. 

Much of this vast history can be gleaned from the 
picture-perfect reproductions of some 200 postcards 
drawn from the collections of the Postcard Collabora- 
tors of Fairhaven. Many of these postcards are one-of- 
a-kind photographs produced in the darkroom; oth- 
ers are popular views issued by commercial postcard 
publishers. Together they comprise a medley of 
people, places, and events that paint a broad stroke of 
the town's significant New England history. 

Some of the book's highlights include major sec- 
tions devoted to Standard Oil Company millionaire 
Henry Huttleston Rogers, the town's great benefac- 
tor; images of Fort Phoenix, which was built for and 
became instrumental in fending off the British during 
the Revolutionary War; an ample dose of maritime 
images focusing on the town's wharves, shipyards, 
bridges and lighthouses; snapshots of the devastat- 
ing Hurricane of 1938; pictures of the town's many 
architecturally-significant schools, churches and his- 
toric buildings; and a summer-themed chapter 
examing the colonies of Wilbur Point, Wigwam Beach 
and West Island. Thumbing through the high-qual- 
ity, large-format book is like watching one of those 
sepia-toned old movies play out with jittery jump- 
cuts. 

What's most revealing about this little trip down 
memory lane is how Fairhaven has changed over the 
years from a mostly rural, seaside vacation spot to a 
more progressive and developed SouthCoast town. 




Although it still re- 
mains a popular point 
of interest for both 
townies and tourists, 
seeing the postcards 
of Fort Phoenix popu- 
lated with sunbathers 
flanking a grand pa- 
vilion (like the one on 
the book's cover) sug- 
gests something more 
akin to Coney Island than Fairhaven, Massachusetts. 
There's also a great sampling of picture postcards 
taken by the prolific and award-winning commercial 
photographer Howard M. Wood. His depictions of 
the aforementioned Fort Phoenix and the town's 
shipyards and waterfront are stylish, artistic and 
highly collectible. 

A Picture Postcard History of Fairhaven, edited 
by Joseph D. Thomas and Jay Avila, reprints the 
postcards in their original size, in both color and black 
& white, with several selected crossover enlarge- 
ments. The collection is accompanied by text and 
captions that tell the history of the town from colonial 
settlements and American Revolutionary War battles, 
to the growth of business, industry and neighbor- 
hoods. There are postcards devoted to the legacy of 
projects created by Henry Huttleston Rogers; and 
others showing the many incarnations of Fort Phoe- 
nix and its surrounding grounds. Fairhaven's proud 
seafaring heritage is also duly noted with pictures 
and stories about her fishing industry, shipyards, 
wharves and bridges, along with postcards of harbor 
views, churches, schools, trains, trolleys, summer 
colonies — all of which will make you want to write 
and boast: "Wish you were here!"
